Landed Near Hongay 


After receiving the careful attcn- 
tion of the officers of the Sagres, the 
rescucd Japanese fishermen were put 
ushore at a port close to Hongay und 
handed over to the Japanese authori- 
tles. The Sagres then continued her 
voyage to Hangay, and made the ro- 
turn trip, arriving here to-day. - 
- One interesting side-light of the 
dramatic incident was told by a ship's 
officer. He said that three quarters 
of an hour before the Sagres slghicd 
the wrecked fishing boat, a Japanese 
senplime, flying from the direction 
of Hainan Island, circled over the | 
Sagres three times, and while they, 
were effecting the rescuc, the ram¢ 
plane circled over them at g height 
of about 1,000 feet. The pinno must 
have seen what was going on, and 
had the Sagres failed to sight the 
wreck would probably have Attemp?s 
ed.a rescue iteelf or to have attracted 
the attention of thie Sagres’ officers to 
the plight of the flshezmen.

Dennis Corrigan, aged. 
forty-seven, a. general 
agent, of Park-lane, said to 
be the instigator of the 
scheme, was accused of 
aiding and abetting— 

Alfred Daniel Jaffe, aged 


twenty-nine, onetime ‘pilot for 
the Duke of Windsor, and 


Captain J. J. (“Paddy”) Flynn, 
aged forty-three, ex-Imperial 
Airways pilot and organiser of 
the Irish Free State Air Forec— 
in “leaving Great Britain for 
abroad from other than a. Cus- 
toms airport, landing at a place 
other than a Customs airport, 


Chelmsford, 


to a Customs or a police officer.” 
Corrigan was fined £50 and order- 
ed to pay £30 costs. Jaffe was fined 
£10 and £15 costs, und Flynn £5 
and £5 costs. 


The allegation of Mr. G. D. Roberts, 
K.c., prosecuting for the Customs and 
Excise Commissioners, was that they 
had brought . Louis Rosenthal, a 


French trade agent and unwanted 
alien, into the country by- air. 
Corrigan, he said, persuaded Flynn 
and Jaffe to break the law in his 
Interests, 


On April 19 Rosenthal arrivad at 
Croydon by air Iincr from Paris, 
Corrigan'’s car was there to mect 
him. He was forbldden to enter 
tho country and sent back. 


Two days later Flynn flew from 
Abridge aitport,’ Essex, fo Abbeville, 
on Corrigan's instructions, to collect 
some papers, : 


“NOTHING DOING” 


Rosenthal was there and said he 
was to be flown to England. Flynn 
Jooked at his passport, sasv the oficiul 
Hom Office,.slamp—a black circle 
with a black cross in the middle—and 
sald: “Nothing doin.” He few back 
nt once to-Abridge. Abridge was not 
a Customs airport. 

A distinction could be drawn be- 
tween Flynn and Jaffe in that Flynn, 
although he broke the law, refused 
to introduce the unwanted alien into 
this country. . 

Rosenthal meanwhile telephoned to 
Corrigan, who rang up the Hon, Mrs, 
Victor Bruce, director of the Air Dis- 
catch Company, and asked for.an air- 
plane to go to France. 

She did not know what tho alr- 
plane was wanted for, “But,” sad 
Mr. Roberts, ‘in an eyil_ moment 
for Jsffe, she recommended him 
to Corrigan.” _ 
That night Jaffe few from Heston, 

a Customed alrport, to Le Touquet. 
Thasenthal and a man called Boulant, 
cact bin. 

It took tacm twenty-four hours to 
persunde Jaffe to fly Rosenthal to

‘The United States. Public Health 
Service warned on September 2, thut 
the present outbreak of infantile 
parnlysis had renched the status ot 
u “mild cpidemic.” The opening of 
Chicago schools ond = most of 
those in Ontario hat been delayed 
indefinitely because ot the outbreule. 


Reports to the Public Health Ser= 
vice for the week ending August 28 
showed that. G21 casen of Infantile 
paralysis had appeared in the coun- 
try, compared to 492 cases for the 
week previous, 


New York State had the most new 
cases—G4 for the week ending, Auj 
2u. Massachusetts reported 51 cnses; 
Ohio 50, Hlinois 40, Californian 44, 
Texas 34, and Michigan 31. 


Prevalence of new cases confirmed 
predictions of doctors, when the pre- 
sent outbreak bepan in the lower 
Mississippl Valley, that It would move 
north-castward taward Pennsylvania, 
New York and New England. 

The United States Public Health 


Service reported a total of 4,053 cuses }- 


‘for the Jirst 34 weeks of 1937 a3 
compared to 1,618 for the same period 
a yenr ago. More than 300 cases 
have been reported In Ontario, one 
near the quintuplets’ hospital at 
Callander. . 


There have been nearly 200 deaths. 

Physicians warned that with in- 
creased travel and easier communica- 
tion prevalency of the diseuse would 
continue to show an upward trend. 
They added, however, that there 
was more reason now than ever be- 
fore to hope for control and preven- 
tion of the disease.

‘ Shanghal, JOct. 13 (3 p.m.). 

With the sun appesring tn tts full 
glory for the first time in more than 
n week, Japanese acroplanes toole to 
the alr very carly this morning ond 
systematically bombed the Chinese 
positions In Chapel and Kinngwan, 

The Japanese artillery Inter Joined 
them firing shell after shell in an 
effort to batter down the Chinese 
defences. Simultancously, the Ja- 
panese resorted to propaganda, scat- 
tering pamphlets from the atr urging 
the Chinese troops to Iny down their 
arms ts “resistance is uscless,” offcr- 
Ing one dollar for every soldier 
surrendering, with one of these leaf- 
lets. —Reuter. 


BOMB NEAR ULSTERS 
Shanghai, Oct. 13 (B.21sp.m.). 

In the course of extensive bomb- 
ings of Chapel by the Japanese to- 
day a bomb fell in Boundary Road, 
which divides the . North Station 
from the Internatlonal Scttlement. 
It exploded 15 yards from a sand- 
bagyted Chinese house mianned by 
the Ulster Rifles, The roof caved in, 
but there were no casualties, 

The ‘Ulster Rifles retired tempor- 
avily and a protest was promptly 
Jodged with Admiral Easesaywa, who 
rent an officer to apologise for the 
bombing. He said the missiles fell 
well across the Chinese side of 
Boundary Road.—Reuter,

A lone Chinese airman, Liu Sui- 
kang, who was ordered to remalp 
behind to guard the capital while the 
other pursuit planes flew to intercept 
the Japanese bombers at Kiangyin 
yesterdny afternoon, succeeded in 
bringing down a huge Japanese 
machine singleshanded despite the 
fact that he was jreatly out-number- 
ed by the raiding party. 

Cruising over the capital alone Llu 
suddenly spotted the oncoming in- 
vaders and immediately gained 
altitude in order to attack the raiders 
from 1 more favourable position. 

One Japanese plane left the group 
to chase Liu who, after out- 
manocuvring the Japancse airmpn, 
poured machine-gun bullets into bis 
opponent's plane, The plane im- 
mediately burst into flames and 
crashed on a house in the city.

Kowloon — residents: and pro- 
gressive people everywhere in 
this Colony will applwud the 
words and sentiments of the 
Hon. Mr, Leo d'Almada ¢ Cas- 
tro, Ji, who, when Unofficial 
Members of the Leyislative 
Council spoke yesterday on the 
Budget, drew to the attention of }. 
the Government the need for 
various reforms on the main- 
lan’,) He spoke, as a member 
of the Kowloon Residents’ As- 
sociation, with «a thorough 
knowledge of his subject; and 
here we are bound to say 
that the mere fact of his being 
a resident of Kowloon cannot 
prejudice his case, for his work 
for the well-being of the whole 
of the Colony is too well-known 
to allow_of any. such suggestion, 
With -reference to the Hon. 
Member’s complaint that road |- 
surfaces on the Peninsula show 
signs of deterioration we are in- 
clined to the opinion, without 
the advantage of expert know- 
ledge, that the heavier traffic 
they carry is probably responsi- 
ble for their apparent weakness 
when compared to the Island 
highways. The truck traffic 
over many of the roads in the 
new territories is enormoaus—or 
is when smuggling is at its 
holght—and it is generally these 
heavy-laden vehicles which tear 
up road surfaces. We are not 
going to argue the advantages 
of macadamised or other surfac- 
ing at this Inte date, but we 
suggest that in future construc- 
tion the merits of surface and 
foundation should be studied in 
relation to ‘the volume and 
weight of traffic to be carried.

OW Britain is completely free 

from patriotism of this sort. 
We can sit on the beach at 
Llandudno and admire the Great 
Orme (which, by the way, bears 
an extra-ordinary resemblance to 
the Rock of Gibraltar) without 
being exhorted to admire the 
great deeds of Mr. Eden at 
Geneva and Nyon. - 

We can stroll the length of 
Lord-strect, Southport (which 
is as beautiful as the sea-front 
at Naples, and smelly sweeter) 
without being blasted ‘out of 
our skins by “Rule, Britannia.’! 

Among us the only people 
who write on walls are rude 
little boys and the members 
of unpopular parties, such 
as Communists and Fus- 
cists, : : 

Our chosen rulers~and we 
have lately been reminded that 
our kings are chosen as well ag 
our parliamentary leaders—have 
no need to write on walls. 

We have, indeed, a special sort 
of patriotigm. It is a growth of 
centuries, which cannot be 
manufactured overnight or stu- 
died and copied in a few years. 

And why should it not be so? 
Asa nation we are older than 
Italy or Germany, let alone Jugo- 
slavia, Czechoslovakia, or the 
new Poland, We-have been safe 
and happy on our island, while 
European frontiers moved back 
and forth like tue waves of the 
sea, 

From Elizabdth’s time, and 
before that, we have known 
where we stood. : : 
True, the Italians and the Ger- 
mans, show us their monuments 
and point to their works of art. 
We have no city as old ay Rome, 
ag beautiful as’ Florence. 

But do the Italians: own Flor- 
ence? I was there a week ago, 
and while I was on my way to 
see the Pitti Palace an Italian 
guide stopped me and snid: 

“Have you seen our railway 
station?” ‘ 

I had seen it. It looked like

The German flag is a pagan 
xood-luck = symbol- which 
people used {o wear on 
watch chains, 


* Until we helped — the Italian 
provinces to unite, Italy was 
hot a nation. Nor was Germany 
until Bismarck persuaded the 
Saxons, the Prussians, and the 
Baynrians that they were one 
people. 

We are the oldest of ‘the lot 
and by far the bigest. We know 
more about the business of qm- 
pire than these newcomers can 
tearn in a thousand years. 

Painted across the front of a 
palace of the Caesars in Rome 
is a series of maps showing the 
rise of the Roman Empire, its 
fall, and: its rebirth with the 
conquest of Abyssinia. ae 

The conquest of Abyssinia 
Was a tnuch smaller affair than 
our Boer War. But we regard 
the conquest of the Orange Free 
State as a minor and not very 
creditable campaign. Some of 
our greatest statesmen, Lloyd 
George among them, were 
against it, and were not sent to 
prison for saying so, ; 

To-day General Smuts, who 


fought against us, is one of the 


greatest. statesmen of the Em- 
pire. When Mussolini has pro- 
duced his like from Ethiopia he 
will have ‘accomplished some- 
thing that deserves to be ranked 
with our achievement, , 

Up to now, neither he nor 
ae has done anything of the 
sort,

The above quotation. is from a 
reader's Ictter in a: nawspaper. It Is 
typical of uppenls broadcast for 
ways and means In which to over- 
come this and that habit.

. Udo not advise giving up anything 
if it-agrees with one, But when 
someone Is urged to write to the 
Press to seck a epre for smoking, It 
Is clear that he should get rid of the 
habit. There must be a very strong 
reason urging him‘ to do. so. But, 
seemingly, the aslrength of the wish 
{is not great enough to make his will- 
power function nt {ts best.

At first there was a big blank in 
my Hfe. But I withdrew my thourhts 
from it, and concentrated more than 
ever on work ond recreation, Within 
ten days ‘or so I had almost forgotten 
that there was such a thing as smok- 
ing.

Once one has conquered smoking

The purpose of this month's 
conference, to be presided over 
by Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, the 
Dominions Secretary, was reveal- 
ed at Whitehall recently. - 


“Whitehall and the Dominion 
Governments have for long been 
‘aware of the drift from the 
overseas territories homeward. 


“Boom” conditions here have 
given that drift an impetus. . 


And certain foreign gov- 
ernments, knowing — this, 
have been “encouraging” 
nationals to take the places 
of Britons. 


The task of the October con- 
ference is not going to be so 
easy as it might have been five 
years ago.’ Then there were 
nearly 2,000,000 “unemployed 
persons in Britain.

A Teacher Replies 
to Mr: Wells. and 
~ Others 


T Is high time that ‘the wholesale 
denunelation of teachers and the 
teaching profession gave way to a 
suner and more constructlve cgitlelsin. 
No profession 1s more frequently 
and gratuitously insulted than the 
teaching profession; yet of all the pro- 
fesstons It Is the one with which the 
general public has least direct con- 
tact on which to base a falr eritlelsm,. 
It rhould, not be too much to asi 
of a critle that he or she should have 
at least fadts ond correct figdres be- 
fore muking generalisations. 


Mr. H. G, Wells fs the latest in the 

feld, and, owing to his name and 
ubilitles, his speech has been widely 
circulated and discussed. Like most 
erities, Mr. Wells naively disdains 
any renl knowledge of teaching, and 
speaks through the: mouth ‘of that 
mysterious entity, “the plain, blunt 
man.” 
Stripped of thelr verbiage and 
popular catch phrases, Mr. Wells's 
maln accusutions ngainst teachers are 
that they are not interested in their 
work, they do not use up-to-date 
methods or references, and that much 
of their teaching Is useless as a. pre- 
paration for life, 


Keen on thetr Job 


Now, I am nn tencher—admittedly 
a young one—and I can only give my 
experience against Mr. Wells's. And 
my experience has indubitably been 
that the great majority of teachers 
are keen and Interested - In their 
work, which is no: more and no less 
than can be said of any other ‘trade, 
industry, or profession. 

I put it to Mr. Wells that it is 
psychologically impossible anywhere 
to find a group of persons who have 
deliberately taken up an occupation 
without finding at lenst half of them 
keen and interested In that occupn- 
tion. Mr, Wells, I think, recalls too 
strongly his own boyhood, when, 1 
am told, such a type as he describes 
abounded. 

Tam not half Mr. Wells's age, and 
1 can easily remember examples. 
But it is a type which Is very much 
the exception in modern cducatlon. 
The teacher's attitude towards educa- 
ton to-day is different from what It 
was 50 years ago. It ts practically 
impossible not to be keen on your 
work nowadays, 

Incidentally, the public knows too 
hittle about the extra work en- 
thuslastically given in after hours by 
teachers for sport, excursions, an 
work in connection with drama, 
public speaking, and so on. 


Keeping Fresh 


Mr. Wells also -says that methods 
ure out of date. Does he not know 
that school text-books are constantly 
changing to keep abreast with latest 
methods and discoveries? 

Very. -few.. text-books on _ the 
modern side In a well-organised 
school out-lust four or. five years. 
And has he not considered the num- 
ber of tenchers who annually take re- 
fresher courses in thelr holidays? 
Frankly, there Is too much of the 
arm-chair critic about Mr. Wells. 

His third point, however, is much 
truer. It: is, unfortunately, correct 
that the child has to carry took much 
lumber while at school. 
instances the teaching of history, a 
subject which usually forms the 
spearhead of attacks against school 
curricula. 

In this case the tencher Js not en- 
urely to blame. The = examination 
system right through the  schoot 
enreer Is at the root of the evil: and 
these examinations, authorised by 
the Department. tle the teacher's 
hand. He is, willy-nilly, ferced to 
spend much of his time — teaching 
unimportant 


ckingts, and an excessively detailed 
history of our own land. 

But I know that there ure few 
history teachers (tnking them’ as an 
example), who do not try to make 
history a broader and more signi- 
fleant subjiet, who, In fact, as far 
ts they enn, do teach along Wellsinn 
lines. . 

Dut there are other misconceptions 
about the teaching profession which 
the British public is never tired of 
repeating, I have completely lost 
patience with these who stop you In 
the street and veer the conversation 
round to holldays, so as to burst out 
fin oa long tirade against excessive 
school holidays. . 

When will these people realise that 
the holidays are made not for the 
teachers but for the pupils? It ts 
‘impossible to lengtnen the period of 
school attendance Without dolng Irre- 
parable harm to o child's mental de- 
velopment. 


Salary Compartsons 


Phen there is the matter of salary. 
At ds held by many that the salaries 
of teachers ore princely and out of 
all proportion te the work they do, 
‘considering’ the holldays they get. 

Now it has always seemed to me 
nxiomatic that the care of the mind 
ts more Important than the care of 
the: body. 1 know very well how 
vital it d4 for a nation to be A.l in 
health, but {€ I had to make no choice 
between the two, I would far rather 
have o healthy mind in an unhealthy 
body than vice versa. Yet the aver- 
ange pay of teacher js not holf that 
of the averare carnings of a general 
practitioner, 

The highest paid teachers (outside 
heads of departments and head- 
masters) in schools in- Scotland, 
under the Scottish Education Depart- 
ment, are men teachers In secondary 
schools, With once or two excep- 
tions, which amount to on extra few 
pounds, thelr salary at its maximum 
Is £400 per annum. And this ts 
after ten to fifteen yenrs service. 

There arc few G.P.s who do not 
make at Jenst twice that sum. A 
doctor's work is highly-valuable, but 
iin my opinfon no more so than a tea- 
cher's. And I nm not suggesting that 
doctors are overpaid, IJ think they 
are worth every penny. I just want 
to point out that If a tencher wishes 
eventually to attaln this maximum 
salary, in other words, to take up 
the highly specialised Job of tenching 
n special subject in a secondary 
school, he must first undergo an ¢cx- 
haustive and expensive preparation 
lasting at least five years,-the same 
period that a medical student re- 
quires to qualify. 

The future teacher must take. a 
diMficult honours degree by specialis- 
Ing in the subject he wishes to teach. 
This. takes four years, nnd he hos at 
least a year and a term at a training 
college before becoming 1a fully~ 
fledged tencher, When finally “he 
obtains a post, after spending the 
same time in preparation as a doctor, 
he finds himself with o salary with 
which ‘no, young G.P. would be con- 
tent, for deing work, in my opinion, 
of at Jeast equal importance to that 
of a doctor. 

IT have been long enough a teacher 
to know that there are a great many 


Mr. Wells_things in education that ore crying 


nloud for well-founded and construc- 
tive critisism. It is not within the 
‘ccope of this article, though ft would 
be ensy enough, for me to detail 
these here, . 

But 1 would advise that irrespon- 
siblé and numerous section of the 
publit Which speaks before thinking, 
if in fact it ever does the latter, to 
take some trouble with Its facts, and. 
once sure of there facts, to be care- 
ful of the conclusions drawn from 
them, 


SEABIRDS’ THIRST 


AT this {Ime of the year hundreds 

of thousands of seabirds which 
hove nested on the cliffs round Bri- 
tain's shores make, with their young, 
for the loncly fastnesses of the ocean, 
there to spend the winter months, 
buffetcd by gales and perhaps swept 
by blizznrds,; until next spring, when 
a return to land is made. 

Thus the kittiwake, truest of all 
seatulls, makes for the sun-buthed 
waters of the soulh or even necross 
the Atlantic, where it hus been found 
on one or two occasions to travel, 
Puofiins disappenr in a night trom 
their nesting burrows on the cliffs, 
and they will not be seen back at 
these haunts. until next year. These 
curlous lttle fellows of the bird 
world ride the wayes for twenty- 
four hours every day and sleep on 
the ocean’ billows. Guillemots and 
razorbllls only leave the sea for the 
¢cliffs'in order that they may nest. 
As soon as the young are able to fly 
down from the nesting ledges to the 
sea below, old and young ‘ire off for 
the wide open spaces of the trackless 
ocean which they love. 


The Daily Drink, 


Now, when they retreat from land 
In thls manner the . thought often 
occurs: what do they do about drink- 
ing water? In it salt water they 
drink? Out of sight. of land for an 
entire scason, how do birds, like the 

annet, the kittiwake, and the: guil- 
emot fare for fresh water? 7 

There js one thing’ we aw. 
Shore-feeding. seabirds, like herring 
mus and black-headed gulls, make 
avdally Sight, intand to some fresh- 


water loch or pond where they drink 
and opreen, Mut the ocean-loving 
birds, Hke the fulmar or the. little 
auk or the guillemot, never conic in- 
lond at all, except in misfortune. 

The fact is that seabirds which live 
entirely on the produce of the sea do 
notenced fresh water, or rather, they 
con Ilve without It, At the same 
time it must be added that gannets 
in captivity drink freely, and it Is 
Ukely that the majority of them re- 
lish a dresh drink when it comes their 
way. 

A stormy petrel has been known 
to drink both salt and fresh water 
«ven it was driven inInnd by a gale 
and found In an exhausted condition. 


Catching the Rain © 


But these seabirds which spend the 
winter ‘out in the open sea depend 
upon the sea and the fish they catch 
for the molsture which is needed. 
Oil takes the place of moisture in the 
body, and it fs possible that. ste! 
birds as the petrels, whose bodics 
are full of olf, never drink at all, 

+ On the other hand, some of them 
obviously do not miss the chance of 
n drink of fresh wuter, as was_evi- 
denced one day off the Outer Heb- 
rides, where gannets were scen to 
open thelr beaks during a heavy 
shower, supposedly to drink.. The 
habit of catching raindrops may be 
common enough among these ocean- 
faring birds, but ft !" more than 
likely that they ore, all independent

Alfred Daniel Jaffe, aged 
twenty-nine, onetime pilot for 
the Duke of Windsor, and 


Captain J. J. (“Paddy”) Flynn, 
aged forty-three, ex-Imperial 
Airways pilot and organiser of 
the Irish Free State Air Force— 
in “leaving Great Britain for 
abroad from other than a Cus- 
toms airport, landing at a place 
other than a Customs airport, 
and failing to report on arrival 
to a Customs or a police officer.” 
Corrigan was fined £50 and order« 
ed to pay £30 costs. Jaffe was tined 


£10 and £15 costs, and Flynn £5 
and £5 costs, : 


The allegation of Mr. G, D. Roberts, 
x.C., prosecuting for the Customs and 
Excise Commissioners, was that they 
had brought Louis Rosenthal, a 


French trade ogent and unwanted 
alien, into the country by air. 
Corrigan, he said, persuaded Flynn 
and Jaffe to break the Iaw In his 
Interests.

He flew back 
at once to Abridge. Abridge was not 
a Customs airport. 

A distinction could be drawn be- 
tween Flynn and Jaffe in that Flynn, 
although he. broke the law, refused 
to introduce the unwanted alien into 
thls country, 

Rosenthal meanwhile telephoned to 
Corrigan, who rang up the Hon, Mrs. 
Victor Bruce, director of the Air Dis- 
ratch Company, and asked for’on oir- 
Plane to fo to France. 


Sho did not know what. the air- 
plane was wanted for. “But,” sald 
Mr. Roberts, “in an evil moment 
for Jaffe, she recommended him 
to Corrigan.”

AFFECTED

: Chicago. 
Infantile paralysis, which strikes. 
without warnkg ond Icnves 
many of Its victims hopelessly erip- 
pled, has doubled Its intensity this 
year from the Gulf of Mexico to 
Ontario, home of the Dionne quin- 
tuplets, a United Press survey 
showed recently, 


The United States Public Health 
Service warned on September 2, that 
the present outbrenk of infantile 
paralysis hnd reached the status of 
iu “mild epidemic." The opening of 
Chicago schools nnd = most of 
those in Ontarle had been delayed 
indefinitely because of the outbreak. 


Reports to the Public Health Ser- 
vice for the week ending August 20 
showed that 621 cases of infantile 
paralysis had appeared In the coun- 
try, compared to 492 cases for the 
week previous. 


New York State had the most new 
cuses—64 for the week ending August 
28. Massachusetts’ reported 51 cases; 
Ohio 56, Illinois 46, Californin 44, 
Texas 34, and Michigan 31, 


Prevalence of new cases confirmed 
predictions of doctors, when the pre- 
sent outbreak began in the lower 
Mississippi Valley, that Jt would move 
north-castward toward Pennsylvania, 
New York aid New England. 

The United States Public Health 
Service reported a total of 4,053 cuses 
for the first 34 weeks of 1937 as 
compared to 1,618 for the same period 
a year ago. More than 300 cases 
have been reported in Ontario, one 
near the quintuplots’ hospital at 
Callander, 


There have been nearly 200 deaths. 

Physicians warned that with in- 
creased travel and casicr communica- 
tion prevalency of the disease ‘would 
continue to show an upward trend. 
They added, however, that there 
was more reason now than ever be- 
fore to hope for control and preven- 
tion of the disease,

and see what Britain is 
really like. .

Recently I was sitting in front 
of acafe in the Isle of Capri 
reading one of the few British 
newspapers Mussolini had allow- 
ed to come in, and wishing that 
we could get such wine nt such 
prices at Llandudno, when | 
came across a paragraph about 
a German diplomat who was 
nbout to visit London. 

“T grently admire the British,” 
he said. “They are the niost 
patriotic people .in the world. 
Their patriotism is of a special 
sort, unknown elsewhere. Tam 
going to England to study. it.” 


I WARN that German that he 
has tackled a life job. He 
will not get to the bottom of 
British patriotism in a week or 
ayear. | 

1 was born In) England, and 
have spent most of my life there, 
but if I set out to explain what 
British patriotism meant 
should have to write ten books, 
all of which would be embalmed 
in the British Museum and for- 
gotten. ; 

Here in Italy patriotism is a 
much simpler matter, When I

Among us the only people 
who write on walls are rude 
little boys und the members 
of unpopular = parties, such 
as Communists and Fas+ 
efsts, 
‘Our chosen rulers—and we 
have lately been reminded that 


our kings are chosen as well as 


our parliamentary leaders—have 
no need to write on walls. 


We have, indeed, a special sort’ 


of patriotism. It is a growth of 
centuries, which cannot be 
manufactured overnight or stu- 
died and copied in a few years, 

And why should it not be so? 
As ® nation. we are older than 
Italy or Germany, let alone Jugo- 
slavia, Czechoslovakia, or the 
new Poland. We have been safe 
and happy on our island, while 
European frontiers moved back 
and forth like the waves of the 
sea. ‘ 

From Elizabeth's time, and 
‘before that, we have known 
where we stood, * 

True, the Italians and the Ger- 
mang show us their monuments 
and point. to-their works of art. 
We have no city as old as Rome, 
as beautiful as Florence. ~~ 

But do the Italians own Flor- 
ence? I was there a weck ago, 
and while I was on my way to 
see the Pitti: Palace an Italian 
guide stopped me and gaid: 

‘Tfave you seen our railway 
station?” aan, : 

I had scen it. It looked like 
any other new railway station 


anywhere—all — concrete 
black glass.

IMILARLY, in Venice,. while 
TI walked fn the Jovely

In Rome I saw a_ poster,

In Britain we may be pretty 
vulgar, but we know better than 
that,

T is high time that the wholesale 
denunciation of teachers und the 
teaching profession gave way to a 
sanecr and more constructive criticism. 
No profession $s more frequently 
and gratuitously insulted “than the 
teaching profession; yct of all the pro- 
fessions it is the one with which the 
Keneral public hea lenst direct con- 
tact on which to base a fair erfticlsm. 
It should not be too much to ask 
ofa eritic that he or she should have 
at lenst facts and correct Nyures be- 
fare making gencrallsations, 


Mr. H, G. Wells Is the lntest in the 
field, and, owlng to his name and 
obilitles, His speech been widely 
circulated and discussed. Like most 
critics, Mr. Wells naively  disdalns 
any real knowledge of tenching, and 
speaks through the mouth of that 
mysterious entity, “the plain, blunt 
man.” 

Stripped of ‘their verbinge and 
popular entch phrases,. Mr. Wolla's 
main accusations against teachers are 
that they are not interested In their 
work, they do not use up-te-date 
methods or references, and that much 
of thelr teaching is useless as a pre- 
paration for Ife. 


Keen on their Job 


a young once—ond I enn only give my 
experience ogainst Mr. Wells's. And 
my experience has indubitably been 
that the great majority of teachers 
are keen and interested in their 
work, which is no more nnd no less 
than can be snid of any other trade, 
industry, or profession. 

I put it to Mr. Wells that it Is 
psychologically Impossible anywhere 
to find a group of persons who have 
deliberately taken up an occupation 
without finding at least half of them 
keen and interested in that occupa- 
tion. Mr. Wells, I think, recalls too 
strongly his own boyhood, when, I 
am told, such a type as he describes 
abounded. : 

Tam not half Mr, Wells’s‘age, and 
Iocan easily remember examples. 
But it is a type which is .very much 
the exception in modern education. 
The teacher's attitude towards educa- 
tlon to-day is different from what it 
was 50 yeurs ago. It is practleally 
impossible not to be keen on your 
work nowadays. 

Incidentally, the public knows too 
little about the extra work ¢en- 
thusiastically given In after hours by 
teachers for sport, excursions, and 
work in connection with drama, 
public speaking, and so on. 


Keeping Fresh 


Mr. Wells also’ says that methods 
fre out of date. Does he not know 
that school. text-books are constantly 
changing to keep abreast with Intest 
methods and discoveries? =~ : 

Very few text-books on the 
modern side in a well-orgunised 
school out-last four or five years. 
And hos he not considered .the num- 
ber of teachers who annually take re- 
fresher courses in their’ holidays? 
Frankly, there is too much of the 
arm-chair -eritic about Mr. Wells. 

His third point, however, is much 
truer. It Is, unfortunately, correct 
that the child has to carry took much 
lumber while ot school. Mr. Wells 
instances the teaching of history, a 
subject which usually forms the 
spearhead of attacks against school 
eurricula. . 

In this case the teacher Is not ene 
tirely to blame. The examination 
system right through the school 
career is at the roof of the evil: and 
these examinations, suthorised by 
the Department, tie the teacher's 
hand. . He is, willy-nilly, forced to 
spend much of his time — teaching 
‘dates, the reigns of -unimportant 
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PROTEST:

kings, and an excessively detalled 
history of. our own land. 

But 1 know that there are few 
history teachers (taking them ag an 
example), who do not try to make 
Uistory a broader and more sift 
‘ficant subjcet, who, In fact, as 
s they can, dg teach nlong Wellsian 
lines, 

But there ore other misconceptions 
about the teaching profession which 
the British public ts never tired of 
repeating. I have completely lost 
patience with those who stop you In 
the strect und veer the conversation 
round te holidays, so as to burst out 
in a long thrade nagalnst excessive 
school holidays, 

When will these people reallse that 
the holldays are made not for the 
teachers but for the pupils? It ts 
Impossible to lengthen the period of 
school attendance without doing irre- 
parable harm to a child's mentat de- 
velopment, . 


Salary Comparisons 


Then there fs the matter of salary, 
It is held by many that the salaries 
of tenchers are princely and out of 
all proportion to the work they do, 
considering the holidays they get. 

Now it has always scemed to me 


: “axiomatic that the care of the mind 
Now, I am a tenacher—nadmittedly ; 


is more important than the care of 
the body. I know very well how 
vital it is for a nation to be A} in 
health, but If I had to make a choice 
between the two, I would far rather 
have a healthy mind In an unhealthy 
body than vice versa. Yet the aver- 
age pay of teacher is not half that 
of the uverage earnings of o general. 
practitioner, 

The highest paid teachers (outside 
heads of departments and hend- 
mosters} in schools in Scotland, 
under the Scottish Education Depart- 
ment, are men teachers in secondary 
schools. With one or two excep- 
fions, which amount to an extra few 
pounds, their salary at its maximum 
lg £400 per annum, And this is 
after ten to fifteen years service. 

There are few G.Ps who do not 
make at lenst twice that sum. A 
doctor's work js highly valuable, but 
iin my opInion no more so than a tea~ 
cher's, And I om not suggesting that 
doctors are overpald, I think they 
are worth every penny. 1 just want 
io polnt out that If a teacher wishes 
eventually to attain this maximum 
salury, in other words, to take up 
the highly specialised job of teaching 
a special subject in a secondary 
school, he must first undergo an ex- 
haustive and expensive preparation 
lasting at least five years,—the same 
period that n medical student re- 
quires to qualify. 

The future teacher must take a 
diMcult honours degree by specialis- 
ing in the subject he wishes to teach. 
This takes four years, and he has at 
least a year and w term atoa‘training: 
college before becoming 1 _ fully- 
fledfed teacher. When finally: he 
obtains a post, after spending the 
same time in preporation as a doctor, 
he finds himself with a salary with 
which no young G.P. would be con- 
tent, for doing worl, In my opinion, 


~of at lenst equal importance to that 


of a doctor, 

iE have been long enough no teacher 
to know that there are a great many 
things in education that are crying 
dloud ror well-founded and construc- 
tive criticism. It is not within the 
scope of this article, though it would 
be ensy enough, for me to detail 
these here. 

i But I would advise that irrespon- 
sible and numerous section of the 
public which spenks -before thinking, 
if in fact it ever does the latter, to 
take some trouble with {ts facts, and, 
once sure of these facts, to be care-

‘SEABIRDS’ THIRST. 


T this time of the yenr. hundreds 
of thousands of seabirds which 
have nested on the cliffs round Bri- 
tain’s shores make, with their young, 
for the lonely fnstnesses of the ocean, 
there to spend the winter months, 
buffeted by gales and perhaps swept 
by blizzards, until next spring, when 
a return to land Js made. 

Thus .the kittivake, truest of all 
seagulls, makes for the sun-bathed 
waters of the south or even across 
the Atlantic, where It has been found 
on one or two occasions to. travel. 
Puffins disappear in a night from 
thelr. nestlng burrows on the cliffs, 
and they will not be scen back at 
these haunts untll next year. These 
curious litile fellows of the bird 
world ride the waves for twenty- 
four hours every day and: sleep .on 
the ocean billows, Guillemots and 
razorbills only leave the sca for the 
cliffs in order that they may nest. 
As soon as the young are able to fly 
down from the “nesting ledges to the 
sen below, old and young are off for 
the wide open spaces of the trackless 
ocean which they love.
